Everything concerned with stage setting 
iu short lived, and soon becomes very 
shabby on near view. In drawing room 
acen«B the upholstered furniture is cared 
for unwell as possible, bnt the constant 
hasty handling soon makes it "battered 
and worn. In fact, tbe best materials 
for mantels, cabinets, bric-a-brac of 
largo size, even for chairs, is the papier 
mache, with which a clever property 
man can work euch wonders. U is light 
and easily handled, and stands bard 
knocks remarkably well, 


• The stage carpenter usually gets u'ia 
plan of the scenes required for a com- 
ing attraction some time in advance of 
the engagement. Ho must meet as 
many of the needs as be can out of his 
itock in hand, and then arrange for the 
manufacture or rental of the rest. He 
must be on baud at every performance 
to see about tho actual work of chang- 
ing tbe scene*, and bo ready to set 
straight any accident which may occur. 
fits business is a regular trade, as in 
fact is that of every person on the me- 
chanical staif of the house. The car- 
penter must even accompany the fly- 
man in his perilous duties aloft if occa- 
sion requires. 


By the way, I once had a flyman who 


was an old sailor, and found that a nau- 
tical career was tbe best possible train- 
ing for tiao business. He was the handi- 
est man at getting around 1 ever saw, 
and if » rope broke he could splice it 
with marvel ous speed. Besides all these 
duties the stage carpenter attends to re- 
pairs in other parts of the house, and 
makes improvements wherever he can. 
1 have just come this morning from the 
ikyM&'ut, where we need larger opraiogs 
for th* escape of smoke, warm air, etc. 
The ventilation around a stage must be 
quick And thorough, so that when pow- 
der te tued in volleys all amoke and odor 
will pass quickly off.—B. F. Morrison in 
Kate Field's Washington.

In 1864 lie mnde an no- 
successful attrai|>t t« culture F<>rt Fi«liei 
and, an General Omni expressed it, w»s 
bottled up by the 0 •nlfdernles. At ihu 
close nf the wur he WHS elected to O'Hi 
gress a» a Republican uod was one ol the 
House inaniigers 10 the impeachment ol 
President J ilinaoo. 
Ha was elected 


Governor ot MMSHclituctls on I lie IVino 
cratic ticket and in 1884, though a mem- 
ber of the couv-ntum which nominated 
Grover Clevvlund, wus a canrlidatu fur 
President on lh«- Grernback Labor tick>l 
and received 133,838 vot«-s for the office. 


General Butler was • man of much 


force and wa» abused by Democrats and 
Republicans by tarns.
